Your quest is hopeless. Give up immediately to save yourself from untold 
troubles. Box up the offending equipment today and ship it to me. I'll 
suffer the effects of this deamon of toobedom and save you from further 
danger. It can sit near my McIntosh MX-110 tuner-preamp. Maybe the Mac 
will give up oscillating if it gets company. 


If, on the other hand, you are unable to act on my purely well-meant advice 
and you choose to keep the thing, do find the article on VTV (Vacuum Tube 
Valley) of about three years ago that reviewed the 10B. It included some 
lore of Saul Marantz, told of the special test setup that was used to align 
the IF strip (at working temperature, by the way), and talked about the 
choice of tubes. 


It may be Dick Sequerra whom I remember as giving the following stern advice: 
"Do not, under any circumstances, attempt to align the IF strip." He 
assured the readers of the audio news group that they would certainly 
degrade the performance of any 10B without special knowledge, equipment and 
lots of experience. 


If you want to understand the engineering behind the IF strip, dig into the 
EE texts of the time, including Valley and Wallman and Terman, on the 
topic of phase linear broadband amplifiers. The integral calculus may be 
overwhelming, but the idea is to create a broadbanded amplifier with 
minimum phase distortion across the band. I do not know any details of the 
test setup used at Marantz, (or at manufacturers of radar IF strips), but 
my guess is that a set of frequencies and a suitable detection system were 
used that allowed them to measure the phase error and tune for minimum. 


I have seen only one real-life Marantz 10B. I want one. Maybe I should 
sell my S-line and go to the Pacific rim. I hear that you can buy one 
there. (sigh)

The CD starts with a short 
introduction of the 100-year old history of the Maritime 
radiotelegraphy. It continues with telegraphic news from coast stations 
all over the world. You'll find famous names like Norddeich Radio, 
Scheveningen Radio, Land's End Radio, Halifax Radio, Washington Radio 
and Sydney Radio, just to mention a few. You'll hear from near SOS-, 
distress and security-messages, iceberg warning, weather forecast and 
press release and you'll see how Maritime radiotelegraphy was done in 
practice. From what you hear you may guess what kind of ability was 
necessary for a radio operator and what a sensitive ear was needed to 
select the right information. Today most of the coast stations do not 
send messages anymore, at least not with this old method. Today 
communication via satellite has replaced everything else. Therefore the 
highlights of the CD are surely the farewell messages of some of the 
famous coast stations. With only some "CQ" and deeply impressive words 
in Morse they said goodbye for ever. This may induce sadness, mainly 
when Maritime radiotelegraphy was part of one's professional life. On 
the 

sea and on the shore the radio operators always did their duty. Today, 
this profession has vanished having been made obsolete by high 
technology. 


With his private initiative, Sylvester Foecking has saved a part of the 
history of worldwide telegraphic news. The double CD with registrations 
from the 1970's and 1980's from all over the world is not only of 
interest 

for former radio operators but for all those that feel somehow attached 
to CW. One could also recommend the homepage of the editor

I suggest 
this was a flash-in-the-pan idea, following soon and briefly the 
inception of the 6L7. Possibly some not strongly defined ideas about 
isolation of signal from AVC and plate, or possibility of better AVC 
action???? Anyway we can see this idea did not get very far. Actually, 

i believe the more grids they crammed in the same space, the more 

likely the tube is to fail for whatever nonfilamentary reason. This based 
only on my nonscientific experience with the failure rate of 6BE6's and 
1R5's.
